In making the first United States test ban proposal, President * 
. Eleonhower noted that hie purpose was to. curtail the uncontrolled puteee 
oe nuclear weapons, 


When President eeenedy announced the suueeostul seeataliee of 
the Nuclear Test Ban Treaty in 1963, he expressed the hope that it would 
be the opening wodge ina campaign to prevent the spread of nuclear 
weapons, He pointed out that a number of other nations could soon have 
oe the capacity to produce such weapons, and urged that we use whatever 
~\. time remained to persuade such countries not to follow that course. 


In 1964, in the first message I submitted to the Geneva Disarmament

In 1966, the United States Senate clearly ain wed its support 0h 
“ negotiations toward a non-proliferation treaty, Ninety-nine Senatore 
. declared themselves in favor of the Pastore resolution (Senate Resolution . 
© 479), It commended serious and urgent efforts to negotiate international 
agreements limiting the spread of nuclear weapons, “lt eupported additional 
efforts by the President which trere appropriate and Seren for the 
éslution of mUhESE peeiess tion problems. 
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6965 The steely Iam submitting to you today is the product of these 
_ efforts by the legislative and executive branches, Its provisions are 
\ described in detail in the accompanying report of the Secretary of State, 


Its‘central purpose ia to prevent the| spread of nuclear weapons. 
Its basic undertaking was deliberately patterned after United States atomic 
energy legislation, which forbids transfers of our nuclear weapons to others, 
‘The treaty not only makes such a prohibition binding on all nuclear powers ;°

ceiving them from any source, from manufacturing or otherwise acquiring 
them, and from seeking or receiving any assistance in their PneTMESS Care:

in applying safeguards under international agreehiente for cooperation in 
the civiluses of nuclear eriergy.
